“Arch Clrmeats, who was the real brains
of Anderson’s command. was only 3. He,
Paxton Long and myself followed the Fed-

erals nearly o Sturgeon. He was first
Lirutennnt. Clements eame from Kings-
ville, Johnsan County. He was killed at

Lexington.

“There were only two of the guerlilus
who would fight In a battle just like in &
persannt difficulty, George Todd nnd Dick
Einney, They weuld get mad in a battle
Just like In a fist fight.

“Very few of our men went through the
wiar without wonnds of some kind. Quite
@ number of the guerilias are still living.™
Mr. Jumes mentioned a number of men who
were at the Centralin fight.

“The greatest rald made by the guerillns
wiae the one In September, 1566 We were
north of the Missourl River only about two
weeks, We had with us never to exceed
0 men. We avernged a battle a day and
we killed over 1,000 Federal soldiers, he-
sides destroying much Yankee property.
The only battles in the world's history to
surpass Centralla are Thermopylae and the
Alamo. Next to the Centralin fight Is the
skirmish at Baxter Springs, Kas., whoers
we Killed 130 of Genernl Blunt's body
guard.”

"I belleve the saddest thing I know con-
nected with the war,” sald Mr. James, and
the man of blood and iron showed much
feeling, as he told the story, “occurred at
the battle of Frankiin, Tenn. Young The-
odore Carter wos filzhting there. But a few
vards away waz hiz old home with his
mother standing at the window, watching
the buttle and waitlng for him. He fought
bravely that dey. Almost within a stone's
throw of his mather's deoor, within sight
of the vard where he hud played as o boy,
he wax shot down and died**
